The annual report of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, just received, shows 
that the cost of making collections 
at the local United States custom- 


jis in charge, is the smallest on the 
dollar of any district on the Pacific 
Coast. It costs but 6% cents to col- 
lect a dollar in Los Angeles, while in 
San Francisco, the next cheapest, the 
expense is 7 cents and one mill. 
Puget Sound the expense is 11 cents 
and 4 mills; Astoria, 63 cents; Port- 
land, 7 cents and 8 mills: Eureka, 
$1.90 and 2 mills; and San Diego, 19 
cents and 4 mills. 

With the receipts of customs for 

the last week of 1911, estimated at 
$25,000, the comparative statement 
issued yesterday by Collector Pendle- 
ton indicates an increase of the fig- 
ures for 1911 over those of 1910 of 
$66,739.61.

000,000. 

The Security Savings Bank has re- 
cently amended its articles of incor- 
poration to include a general trust 
business, and is enlarging its bank- 
ing quarters on the ground floor of 
the Security building and will soon 
have the entire floor. 


The Security Savings Bank will 
maintain an Equitable branch in the 
quarters now occupied by the Equita- 
ble Savings Bank in the Equitable 
Bank building, First and Spring 
streets. The present offices of the 
Southern Trust Company will be re- 
leased after the merger and the trust 
business will be carried on at the main 
office in the Security building. 

J. F. Sartori, president of the Se- 
curity Savings Bank, will be presi- 
dent of the greater institution, and, 
while a readjustment will be neces-

EATH SHATTERS 
THEIR ROMANCE. 


SOUTH AMERICAN LOVE STORY 
ENDED BY SUICIDE. 


On Lonely Lookout Mountain Well 
Known Educator Puts an End to 
His Life and His Despondency With 
Revolver Bullet—Family Fer- 
merly 


Joseph M. Vincent, one of the well- 
known technical educators of this 
country and Chili, whose family 
owned much property in this city) 
more than a decade ago, committed 

suicide on Lookout Mountain Tues- 
day afternoon by shooting himself 
through the head. His body was found 
early yesterday morning lying among 
the weeds on the west side of the 
southern slope of the mountain. 

The cause is believed to have been 
despondency, superinduced by hard 
study and teaching. He had recently 
lost a portion of his fortune in a min- 
ing venture in the Cobalt district, New 
Ontario, Canada. Vincent leaves a 
widow, Mrs. Elizabeth Kipp Vincent, 
temporarily a resident at No. 106 
North Figueroa street, and a brother 
in Washington, D. C. 

The last time Mrs. Vincent saw her 
husband was at 11 o'clock Tuesday 
morning. He was in his library read- 
ing his Bible. He seemed more des- 
pondent than usual, but never inti- 
mated by word or deed that he con- 
templated taking his life. Mrs. Vin- 
cert sat up almost all night waiting 
for her husband, and early yesterday 
morning summoned assistance. 

Vincent evidently went directly to 
the crest of the hill when he left 
home. He sat facing the west, lifted 
the reyolver to his head, placed the 
muzzle back of the right ear, pulled 
the trigger and fell backwards dead. 
The body lay on the hillside all nigut. 

Joseph Vincent, the father, was a 
native of Nova Scotia. Joseph M. was 
born in a small Indiana town on Sep- 
tember 15, 1857. Father and son came 
to Los Angeles about 1880. The fath- 
er invested his money in property and 
lived upon his income. About three 
years later he died and his son went 
to Santiago, Chili, where he became 
a professor in the American College

The centenary of the famous English 
novelist takes place on February *

Absolute want. In the first case care- 
ful enquiries were made regarding the 
measure of support which the scheme 
might be expected to receive.

PROMOTING INDIAN ART. 
Movement in Oklahoma to Exhibit 


Products of Tribes and Encourage 


Arts and Crafts. 

[Special Correspondence of The Times.) 
OKLAHOMA CITY (Okla.) Dec. 24. 
—The establishment in Oklahoma of 
a museum of art wherein to exhibit 
the works of the masters among the 
fifty Indian tribes of the State and for 
the display of curios and handiwork 
members of taese tribes, is 
being advocated by Miss Ada M. Rob- 
ingon, member of the Art Study Club 
of Oklahoma City. er effort is to 
revive a sentiment that was started 
two years ago and died for want of a 
leader to push it. 

“Other countries spend vast sums 
for the discovery and preservation of 
the arts of primitive peoples for the 
historical, educational and artistic 
value such evidences have,” says Miss 
Robinson. “Why should Oklahoma 
ignore all her splendid opportunities 
to obtain a collection of the natives’ 
arts and crafts taat will be of inter- 
national interest and educational 


worth? The regime of thg older In- 
dian is passing, and time U increase 
the importance and value of such 


works which we may obtain now. 

“It is obvious that a State museum 
should include only that which ts best 
and most representative of Indian 
arts. The government should set 
aside a fund for this purpose, thus in- 
suring a comprehensive collection of 
documents, curios and arts of a people 
plosely allied wita State history. and 
make the first step toward the recog- 
nition of State art. 
“To create an interest in this move- 
ment the Oklahoma Art League 
might hold an exhibit of Indian arta 
and crafts, paintings by Indians ans 
of Indians. In fact, such an exhibit was 
planned. but for lack of enthusiasm 
and apprectation of its importance the 
impulse Hes dormant. 

“Perhaps this will be a propitious 
time to revive interest In such an ex- 
hibit and propose measures for a per- 
manent home of Indian art.” 


French Revenue from Bicycles. — 

Consul Louis Goldschmidt writes 
from Nantes that the French govern- 
ment derives quite a revenue from 
the tax on bicycles, every one of 
which must bear a new plate fur- 
nished at the beginning of each year 
by the government. They cost 3 
francs ($0.58) for ordinary cycles 
and 6 francs for motorcycles. The 
number of bicycles taxed increased 
from 975,878 in 1900 to 1,653,769 in 
1905, to 2,471,040 in 1907, and to 2,- 
697.406 in 1910, while the motor-
